Housewives Will Be Instructed in 
Art of Distinguishing Impur- 
ities in Foodstuffs. 
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The St. Louis Pure Food Show opens 
at the Colisetm, Washington and Jef- 
ferson avenues, tomorrow afternoon at 
ane o'clock. Nearly every one of the ex- 


hibitors is there for the purpose of con- 
vineing the public that his brand of food 
is absolutely pure, nourishing, whole- 
some and fascinatingly palatable. To 
do this he must supply samples, and 
the real active visitor will be able to 
go home from the show with enough 
samples to keep the family, breakfast- 
ing and dining sumptuously for a month. 

“One of the interesting features of thé 
Pure Food Show this year, said F. W. 
Harris, secretary of the St. Louis Re- 
tail Grocers’ Association, the organiza- 
tion under whose auspices the show is 
being given this year, ‘is the tests of 
milk. We have secured an expert chem- 
ist, who will make laboratory tests for 
the purpose of showing the housewives 
of St. Louis how to ascertain if there 
is formaldehyde in the milk they buy 
for their household. 

‘fo Exhibit Impure Foods, 

“Formaldehyde has been classed as 
a poison by the Supreme Court, and its 
use as a preservative has been prohib- 
ited by law. The St. Louls grocers 
worked for the passage of pure food 
lawe, and now do all they can to en- 
force them. It has been the aim of the 
Association to make this Pure Food 
Show educational. We are showing, or 
rather are permitting the exhibitors to 
show, only such foods as have the 
guaranty of the United States Govern- 
ment. There will. be a number of ex- 
hibits showing impure foods, this being 
done to show the difference of foods 
as prepared in accordance with the pure 
food laws and the impure foods. 

“In justice to the manufacturer, how- 
ever, it must be said that they are 
as a rule doing their utmost to comply 
with the National and State pure food 
laws. The pure milk question is an im- 
portant one, and we think the tests 
of this household commodity should be. 
made before the public. The law re- 
quires that evidence in investigations 
made by the State Pure Food Inspectors 
shall be made private, hence the public 
has no opportunity to learn the facts.”’ 

“The domestic science department of 

os the Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion will have an interesting exhibit. 
The program of this exhibit will. be 
varied. There will be cooking demon- 
strations, with lectures on food combi- 
nations, chemical changes of foods 
caused by cooking, the benefits of raw 
foods, etc., by competent domestic sci- 
ence instructors.

Suddenly has the 
knowledge of her father's evil practices 
come to her. Amazed and appalled by 
the ugly facts figuring in his exposure, 
‘she is shame-stricken to the very soul 
when she heass him, in final despera- 
tion, make a definite offer of herself to 
the man whom he has not been able .to 
corrupt by any other means. 

Daughter Declares War on Father. 

And instantly the daughter of David 
Kerr declares war -on Davwtd Kerr, 
aligning herself with Joe Wright, pro- 
prictor end editor of the Belmont News, 
the Nemesis of Belmont’s’ boss and his 
malign gangsters. - Side by side with 
‘Joe Wright she will fight her father to 
the finish in the battle for good govern- 
ment which Kerr's corrupt ring-rule 
has made imperative.

And ‘these signs point as well to the 
likelihood that, just about the time 
of David Kerr’s cataclysmic defeat, 
Gloria Kerr and Joe Wright will be 
married and live happily forever 
after. 

Under ordinary circumstances this 
would cause us to lose sympathy for 
the heroine of Mr. Tootle’s novel, be- 
eause it isn’t easy to approve of a 
daughter, no matter how good and 
brave, who rises to her own highest 
estate on the ruins of her father’s 
reputation. But David Kerr is such 
an unmitigated scoundrel and ruffian!

Over- 
shadowed by Arguments on 
Proposed Amendment. 








GEORGE BOOK HAS- BOOM 





Every Soil Tiller Knows It Is 
Merely City Man’s Scheme 
to Escape Burden. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28.—In the 
campaign in this end of Missouri out- 
side the cities, the overshadowing issue, 
is not the tariff, the trusts and the 
rights of man, but the single-tax propo- 
sition. 

Not since 1896 has there been such a 
campaign in this State. In that year 
‘‘Coin’s Financial School” was the farm- 
er’s Bible. He could talk free silver and 
sound money all day and ali night and} 
most of them did it. But now they are 
talking single tax, and, where = once 
“Coin’s Financial School’ was the text 
book, Henry George’s book on single 
tax has taken its place. 

Booksellers throughout the State say 
chey have sold more copies of the book 
this vear than they had sold altogether 
up to the beginning of the single-tax 
campaign. There is hardly a farmer in 
ne State who can’t take George’s ar- 
guments one by one and, to their own 
satisfaction, tear them to bits. Some of 
them can recite whole chapters of the 
book by heart and then turn around 
and show that every word of it is false. 


Blow to Progressives, 

Go into any country town in Mis- 
sourl between sunrise and bedtime and 
you can find an argument on single tax 
in’ full blast, and 99 out of 100 of the 
voters are against it. The fact is that, 
in their opposition to the single tax the 
farmers and the country town people 
bave forgotten all about politics. It is 
economics that interesis them now and 
that is one,weak point to the Progres- 
five party which has put a declaration 
in its platform favoring the single .tax. 

The fact is, the farmers in Missouri 
pay about ‘one-third the taxes the city 
man does on the same actual value in 
property. They declare the city man 
is-trying to unload on the farmer the 
whole burden of taxation and every 
argument they make against the single 
tax is in substance that the single tax 
would put a burden on the farmer so 
far reaching in its effect that it would 
be felt for years to comc; that it would 
mean practical confiscation of the farm- 
er’s land and depopulate the country. 


Defeat of Plan Seems Sure. 
That the proposition will be defeated, 


there fs no doubt. The farmers are al] 
against it, and the city voters are by 
no means unanimous Organized labor 
has declared for it and the Socialists 
Will vote for it, but the campaign of 
education has not continued long enough 
for voters to be abie to md themselves 
of first impressions and to give the 
proposition careful enough study to vote 
on it without passion. 

The. campaign in Missourl is being 
largely financed by Joseph Fels. The 
single tax followers have a fine or- 
ganization and many excellent speak- 
ers. The anti-single tax organization 
also has a big campaign fund and many 


speakers, but they are noticeably men | 


who have not taken time to make a 
thorough study of the single tax, as 
they appeal in general statements more 
than in any attempt to make compari- 
sons. Nevertheless, they get the crowds 
in the country, and while they may not 
change any votes against the single tax, 
they are keeping the farmers stirred up. 

One result of the single tax fight has 
been the starting of a strong movement 
for the repeal of the initiative law. 
which the farmers blame for all the 
trouble they are having over single tax. 
The proposition was placed on the bal- 
lot by the initiative and the rural voters 
want it repealed so that they will not 
be troubled again.

DISCOVERS QUICK WAY 
TO MEMORIZE SELECTIONS 


Dr. W. H. Pyle of M. 8S. U. Finds 
Reading in “Entirety Is 
Most Effective. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 28.—The pro- 


per method to memorize another’s words 
is to read the selection in entirety until 


able to repeat it all. By this means 
you can save 2% per cent of the time, 
according to experiments conducted by 
Dr. W. H. Pyle, assistant professor of 
psychology, and J. C. Snyder, a grad- 
uate student. 


If the selection is too long for one 
reading, separate it into units, say the 
experimenters, and learn- a unit at a 
tunes Never work after the brain is 
tired, which usually is a 46-minute 
period. 

This theory was worked out by the ex- 





-perimenters memorizing Longfellow’s 


translation of Dantes Inferno. Pyle 
memorized 2500 lines of it. He says that 
it required 168 minutes to memorize 120 
lines by the piecemeal method and 139 
minutes to memorize a section of equal 
length by reading it as a whole until 
he thought he was able to repeat it and, 
iz he failed, reading from where his 
memory failed him to the end. 


It is suggested that an actor learning 
a 6000-word play can save two hours if 
he will read it in entirety each time. Ten 
hours are allowed the actor by the unit 
system. The report of these experti- 
ments are published in “The Journal] of 
Educational Psychology.”’

3600 STUDENTS ARE 
ENROLLED AT 
COLUMBIA. 


COLUMBIA, Mbv., Sept. 28. 
FE NROLLMENT in the advanced 








educational institutions at 
Columbia this fall show more 
than 3600 students in attendance. 

The Missouri State University. has 
enrolled 2124 students against 2034 
at the same time a year ago. With 
the summer sehool enrollment, this 
makes the total for the school year 
2804 against 2525 last year. 

The rest of the enrollment is in 
the preparatory school and the 
girls’ colleges. A remarkable in- 
crease is shown in the College of 
Agriculture,;: where more than 40 
students have been enrolled. 











Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 28.—Hazing at 
the Uwsiversity. of Missouri is on the 
wane and in the next two or three 
vears wilf likely die out completely. 
The mild forms of hazing—known at the 
University as ‘‘chi-chiing’’—have been 
less evident this season than has ever 
heen seen at the State institution since 
the first sophomores weilded paddles 
for the benefit of unruly freshmen. 

Dr. A. Ross Hill, president of the 
University of Missouri, has taken a 
hand in this custom of welcoming 
freshmen with a plentiful supply of 
paddles. Ever since he has been con- 
nected with the university he has been 
at work turning student sentiment to 
the more sensible viewpoint of hazing 
and causing the ‘“‘roughneck’”’ tactics to 
be on the wane. Even the Columbia 
rolice force has co-operated with the 
President and given the sophomores 
notice that no line of freshmen painted 
and bedecked incongruously can be 
arched up the business streets to lug 
suit cases for coeds. 

The life of the freshmen at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri has not been an 
casy one. Three years ago boarding 
houses were raided by bands of sopho- 
mores who would ignore the pleadings 
and threats of landladies, and would 
‘atch the freshies like rats in a trap. 
The victims would he made ridiculous 
by being compelled to turn their coats 
Wrong side out, tie their socks around 
their necks and bind their trouser legs 
as high up as their knees. These fresh- 
inen would then have to run a gauntlet 
of sophomores armed with paddles. Aft- 
er running the gauntlet, electric light 
roles weuld have to be climbed. Box- 
ing matches between an effeminate 
freshman and a 200-pound husky from 
the farm would be staged. But most 
of this has passed. 

A Few Mild Tricks. 

This year chi-chiing was unusually 
light. Freshmen were put through the 
customary marches, and the old form 
of making the freshman propose to a 
new coed was still a part of the cam- 
pus stunts. Some who wore loud socks 
were made to remove them while seated 
on the steps of the main building and 
others caught “lady fussing’ were 
drubbed. 

The change in student sentiment be- 
gan three years ago. The traditionai 
flag rush, which has been known to 
last two days and nights, with numer- 
ous injuries to the class fighters, was 
banished by the order of President 
Hill. In the flag rush victim after vic- 
tim was flung high at the pole, and 
before he could climb a few inches to 
reach the flag, the guards would tear 
every stitch of clothing from the climb- 
er’s back and drag him back down in 
the fighting mob. 

Dr. Hill ordered a new kind of con- 
test. He recognized students’ rights 
and sentiments by staging this contest 
under the restriction that it should be 
a contest on university ground under 
the supervision of the athletic author- 
ities. The contest was to be a bag 
rush and was scheduled a day before 
the State Fair. 

This date was wise from the view- 
point of checking the hazing. The ma- 
jority of the sophomores had been or- 
dered to the State Fair as university 
cadets to guard exhibits. The regult 
of this was that only 12 sophomores 
showed up for the bag rush. The fresh- 
men, of course, were conceded a vic- 
tory. P 

No Rush Last Year. 

The next year the new sophomores re- 
fused to participate in a class contest, as 
they would rather have the right to 
chi-chi at any time in the season in 
preference to running the risk of losing 
the fight and the right. This season, 
however, the contest was revived in 
hopes that the freshmen would win and

BEGINS TUESDAY 


Arrangements Completed at In- 
dianapolis for Hearing That 
Will Reveal All Con- 
spiracy ‘Facts. 


McMANIGAL STAR WITNESS 


Only 100 Spectators Will Be Ad- 
mitted to the Small Court- 
room Daily.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 2.—The 
curtain will rise in the Federal Court 
here next Tuesday on the last act in 
one of the most remarkable criminal 
cases in American history when 61 de- 
fendants will appear in the last scene 
of the notorious dynamite conspiracy, 
so-called, exposed by the State of Cali- 
fornia and the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Fifty-four persons are named in the 
indictments returned by the Federai 
grand jury here last spring, but of these 
two, John J. McNamara and his brother. 
James B. McNamara, are serving sen- 
tences in the California State Prison. 
and John J. McCray, formerly a member 
of the Executive Board of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Ironworkers, has never been 
arrested. He once lived in Wheeling, 
W. Va., and it is believed that he is 
dead. 

Ortie BD. McManigal, the dynamiter, 
whose confession brought the climax in 
the case, will be the star witness for 
the Government, and will be closely 
guarded. He has been brought from 
the Coast and is lodged in a specially 
prepared room at the Federal Building. 

While there is no fear of his attempt- 
in. to escape, the greatest precautions 
will be taken, as there are persistent 
rumors that men have been assigned 
anu paid to “get him.” This the Gov- 
ernment will undertake to prevent. Mc- 
Manigal is quartered in the same rooms 
in which he spent six weeks when 
brought here to testify before the grand 
jury. 

Miller Leading Prosecutor, 

The defendants will be prosecuted by 
the Government, represented by Charles 
W. Miller, United States District At- 
torney for the Diatrict of Indiana as 
leading ‘counsel. He will be assisted 
by his deputy, Clarence W. Nichols, 
and by James W. Noel, who has, been 
named special Assistant United States 
Attorney by the Department of Justice 
to ald in the prosecution. 

The defendants will be represented by 
W. H. Harding of Indianapolis, as lead- 
ing counsel, and he will be assisted by 
United States Senator John W. Kern 
and Alfred R. Hovey and Omer U. New- 
man, Harding's law partners. M. C. 
Tiftt, an attorney of Minneapolis, Minn., 
and the firm of Leffier & Ball of Mun- 
cie, Ind., will appear in the trial. It 
is Iikely that attorneys from Kansas 
City, Toledo, O.,, and St. Louilg will be 
associated in the! defense, but this has 
not been definitely determined. 

Subpenas far about 120 witnesses have 
been issued by the Government. Part 
of the witnesses have been summoned 
for Oct. 1 and some for Oct. 7%. Others 
are to come on various dates up to and 
including Oct. 15. It is said that the 
Government will summon about 400 wit- 
nesses, all told, during the trial, and 
that it will take approximately .two 
months for the Government to present 
its case. If the present plans are car- 
ried out it is estimated that the trial 
will continue till Christmas er later. 


Defendants Are Arriving. 

Early this week notices were sent to 
the 61 defendants by Counsel Harding 
to report in Indianapolis at least two 
days before the date set for the trial 
and the men have been arriving al! 
week. It is expected that all will have 
arrived by tomorrow, and a conference 
will be held at the headquarters of the 
Iron Workers relative to the mode of 
procedure. Some speculation has been 
indulged in as to what will happen if 
some of the defendants aré not on hand, 
through {illness or other causes, when 
the case is called. The Government re- 
fuses to discuss any such condition as 
all are supposed to be tried in one case. 
It is not thought that the absence of 
one or more would delay the proceed- 
ings. The cases of absent ones probably 
would be severed and heard later. 

It is understood that both the prose- 
cution and the defense are ready to pro- 
ceed with the case. The Government’s 
action is based on the charge of con- 
spiracy to ship explosives in violation 
of the interstate commerce laws. Just 
what angle the defense will take has 
not been made known, but there seems 
to be a feeling of-great confidence on 
the part of the counsel, President Ryan, 
Secretary-Treasurer Hockin and others. 

Judge Albert B. Anderson will pre- 
side at the trials, and it now generally 
lis conceded that the idea of asking for 
a change of venue has been abandoned. 
At the time of the grand jury tnvesti- 
gation and the return of the Iindict- 
ments, Judge Anderson was strongly 
criticised by labor bodies, but little of 
such sentiment has been given pub- 
licity recently. 

Number of Spectators Limited, 

Considerable interest in the trial has 
already been manifested, and many in- 
quiries have been made at the Federal! 
Building as to what chance the public 
will have to hear the proceedings. It 
is already apparent that this opportu- 
nity will be greatly limited on account 
of the size of the courtroom. There 
will be 50 defendants inside the bar. The 
number of attorneys will be about 20. 
With the jury, bailiffs, United States 
marshals, newspaper men and others, 
there is likely to be confusion even in. 
side the rail. 

The number of spectators or persons 
not actually connected with the trial, 
who can be accommodated, will not ex- 
coed 100. \It fs given out that more 
then ordinary precautions will be taken 
to prevent confusion or demonstrations 
in the courtroom, and that when the 
seats In the room are filled no more 
spectators will be arimitted.

The Government entered the McNa- 
mara case 4 short time before J. J. and 
John B, McNamara pleaded guilty at 
Los Angeles to dynamiting the Los An- 
geles Times Building. It is stated by 
one of the Government officials en- 
gaged in the prosecution that the Gav- 
ernment would not have taken a hand 
but for the determination of the Iron 
Workers to keep the Los Angeles au- 
thorities from getting possession of the 
mass of documentary evidence taken 
from the “dark hole,” dynamite cache 
in the basement of the American Cen- 
tral Life Building here, where McNa- 
mara and his organization had head- 
quarters. 

The fight against the removal] of the 
evidence, which was desired by District 
Attorney Fredericks and his associates 
at Los Angeles, was directed partially 
by McNamara’s attorneys. When the 
State courts here refused to give up 
the evidence for use in California, the 
Government intervened, and it was re- 
garded as significant that within a few 
hours thereafter the McNamaras 
pleaded guilty. 

The Government at once summoned 
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here from nearly every state. The doc- 
umentary evidence, it was found, fitted 
into the confessions of Ortie McMani- 
gal, one of J. J. McNamara’s first liew- 
tenants. Mr. Miller and the Government 
agents found sceres of letters verifying 
what McManigal had told to Fredericks, 
William J. Burns and others. McMani-, 
gal himself repeated the story to the 
grand jury, and the indictment of the &0 
men was the result. : 

More important than the confessions 
of McManigal are_the letters, telegrams 
and papers taken from the “dark hole” 
beneath the Iron Workers’ offices. Those 
whe knew J.-J. McNamara intimately 
regarded him as a quiet, peaceful, but 
able and determined man. He was 
looked upon alse as one of the shrewd 
leaders of the labor federation, yet for 
some inconceivable reason he kept scores 
of incriminating letters and telegrams 
that not only involved him in the crime, 
but caught men who had been working 
with him and who supposed that they 
were not taking much of a risk in writ- 
ing to him about certain ‘sobs” and 
asking openly for dynamite.

were dynamited were either open or 
thinly veiled. Defendants who have 
denied connection with the conspiracy 
and who will be able to show that 
they were not on the ground when 
certain buildings were dynamited, 
may find their own letters in the 
hands of the Government, show'ng 
inet they had‘a connection with the 
general scheme of destruction that 
McNamara carried on for years be- 
fore he was caught. 

McNamara had a foolish system of 
keeping letters and his own replies to 
them. In many cases he had his 
stenographer put in a carbon paper 
so that his answer could be kept on 
the back of the letter he received. 
His system has given the Government 
not only the requests for assistance 
in carrying out desperate plans, but 
McNamara’s own directions in the 
matter. «¢ 

It is practically certain that the en- 
tire story of the dynamite conspiracy, 
which was withheld at Los Angeles, ow- 
ing to the sudden termination of the 
McNamara trials, will come out during 
this trial.

=| SURPLUS GROWS RAPIDLY 


Even Cutting Down of Price of 
Cigars Smoked at Board 
Meetings Can’t Stop Growth. 


The Mullanphy Emigrant Relief 
Board is cutting down expenses by 
decreasing the price of the cigars 
smoked by. the members at the 
monthly board meetings, according 
to the semi-annual report filed Fri- 
day-in the City Council by Secretary 
Philip J. Heuer. The board members 
rormerly smoked two-for-a-quarter 
cigars at the meetings, for which an 
“expense” charge of $2.75 for a box 
of 25 was made at each session, Two 
months ago the brand of cigars was 
changed and the members now blow 
rings of smoke at the monthly gath- 


erings from ten-cent-straignt cigars 
for which an expense account of $2.50 
is charged. 

The relief dispensed in the last six 
months to aid emigrants to reach 
homes in Western states was $718.15. 
Thirty emigrants received this as- 
sistance, the’ report shows. The sal- 
aries and expenses paid out in car- 
ing for the fund and dispensing this 
relief amounted to $3866.61, 

The unused surplus from the an- 
nual income of the fund property 


now amounts to $82,194.13, of which / 


$65,000 is deposited in banks at in- 
terest. The cash on hand amounts 
to $17,194.13, the report shows. The 
total value of the fund property now 
is $882,066.35, of which $798,022.81 is 
in real estate. The office furniture is 
valued at $1332.29. 

The cigar bill of the board for 
the last six meetings amounts to 
$15.75. Other expenses during the 
six months, not itemized, total 
$1748.95. Two inspection trips, the 
necessity of which is not specified, 
cost the Mullanphy fund $387, accord- 
ing to the report. 


Thirty-five dollars was paid to the 
United Railways for street car tick- 
ets used by office employes in the 
last six months. This-is charged as 
expense at the rate of $5 a month, 
with the exception of April, when $10 
worth of tickets was purchased. 
Secretary Heuer draws a salary of 
$166.66 a month. W. W. Ermatinger, 
assistant Secretary, is paid $125 a 
month. Peter Quinn draws $75 a 
month and also has an “expense ac- 
count.” R. O. Williams receives $65 
a month. 

The Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund 
was founded years ago on a bequest 
of property valued at $717,787.73 left 
by Bryan Mullanphy. By the terms 
of the will the fund was to be used 
to aid needy emigrants to reach West- 
ern states and enable them to build 
homes there. Few foreign emigrants 
now are stranded in St. Louls who 
come under the provisions of the will. 
The property is increasing in value 
and the unused surplus is growing an- 
nually. 

Calls Fund a Joke. 

City Attorney Garesche told members 
of the City Council Friday that the 
Mullanphy fund at present “is a joke.” 
He said that the need for the aid 
intended to be given by the Mullanphy 
will has almost ceased to exist, and 
recommended that the fund be diverted 
to establish and maintain the proposed 
municipal lodging house, a bill for 
which is pending in the Council. 

The income from the fund in the 
last six months was 4s/,003.11. Tne dis- 
bursements amounted to $28,536.54. The 
balance on hand March 1,1912, was 
$8727.56. This leaves a balance of cash 
on hand Sept. 1, exclusive of cash in 
banks on interest, of $17,194.13.

“It does no harm and possibly, in 
its muddling way, some good, so lon 
as the money market is surfeite 
with supplies.

The steer trade during the past week 


has been very unsatisfactory from the 
sellers" stanapoint. On account of the 
high level or prime beef the packers 
have been forced to y a high figure 
for all medium to g grade steers and 
this week they started to break the mar- 
ket and get prices in line. The strictly 
prime kinds were O O, as there was a 
scarcity of this grade and competition 
caused good, strong prices. There has 
been none of the prime, weighty kinds, 
but yearling steers sold at $10.75 and 

0.65, the former price making a new 
record for prime steers. 

The medium to good grades were in 
generous supply and the decline started 
on the initial day of the week. The loss 
from last Friday is 36c to 50c, with a 
very slow movement at the decline. 
There was also a good many of the thin 
flesh “‘natives’’ and branded Western 
cattle that went to the killers at 26c to 

lower values than the close last 
week. Choice yearlings were steady and 
there was very little change on the 
+ nae grades as compared to last Fri- 
ay. 

Choics to prime heifers have been 
scarce and sold at strong prices when- 
ever offered. The medium and thin 
flesh weight kinds made \up the big end 
of the heifer offering and cleared on an 
uneven. market, but the close is fully 
steady with last week. 


Beef Cow,g at High Prices. 


Good weighty beef cows are moving as 
high as any time this year. The medium 
te good grades opened steady, ruled 
higher at the mid-week, and on the late 
week market reacted until they are back 
to the level of last Friday. 

Canners and cutters enjoyed a good, 
active market at steady to strong prices 
all week. ) 

Bulls also met a good inquiry and sold: 
steady. 

Veal calves suffered a 25c to 650c loss, 
but the medium and common kinds are 
showing little change. 

The break in killing steer prices began 
to tell on the stockers and feeders this 
week, and after Monday the trade was 
slow with values closing a flat quarter 
lower than a week ago. 

Quarantine receipts were generous 
during the week and the majority were 
steers from Oklahoma. There was also 
a fair run of canners and yearlings from 
Missisippi and Arkansas. The. demand 
for steers slackened a bit on Monday, 
but prices were no lower than the low 
close last week. On Tuesday there was 
a good, strong market and values ad- 
vanced 10c to 15c on the mid-week ses- 
sion, closing 10c to l5c higher than last 
week. Good, weighty cattle sold from 
$6.15 to $6.50, with the bulk, which were 
of the medium kind, selling at a range 
of $5.25 to $6. Several bunches of the 
light weight kind sold at $4.40 and up 
to $5.15. Canners lost a dime on the 
early week but regained it before the 
close. The feeling on yearlings was 
easier all week and a loss of 10c to ISc 
was recorded. 

Hogs at Same Prices. 

The hog run continues light, but there 
was no improvement in prices during 
the week and values are now %35@60c 
lower on the general run of hogs than 
the first of the month, when they were 
the highest since October, 1910. Prices 


dred pounds higher than at this time a 
year ago. Pigs and lights suffered con- 
siderable as the demand was not very 
good. 

The: top of the market ranged from 
$8.85@8.97% all week, while the bulk of 
the hogs went at $8.50@8.75. Shippers

DOES NOT SIR 
COTTON MARKET 


Bulls and Bears Are Marking 
Time While Uncertain as to 
What Picking Will Show. 


The cotton market during the week 
has been v inactive. Fluctuations in 
the future contracts markets have been 
almost nothing. Influences affecting 
the market favorably and adversely 
seem to have been evenly balanced. 
Bulls relied on the expected frost to ad- 
vance the market while the bears as- 
serted the damage had been discounted 
and that they expected the market to 
decline if frost failed to materialize. 

At this writing heavy frost has been 
reported at several points in Oklahoma, 
with temperatures as low as, 32 in 
Weatherford, 33 in Stillwater, 34 in 
Mangum, 35 Iin- Chanler, 36 in Shawnee, 
37 in Tulsa. In spite of this the mar- 
ket thas acted sluggishly and the ad- 
vance has not come. Heavy rains have 
fallen in the Atlantic States during the 
past week and will serve to lower the 
grade of already open cotton. Texas 
weather has been favorable, and the 
marketing of cotton is going rapidly 
on, although complaint of scarcity of la- 
bor has been hearc from some sections. 

At present the cro situation is, 
rie ype € as follows: North lina in 
good shape; South Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama, considerably below normal; 
sede jap fair prospects; Tennessee, 
Missouri, Arkansas, prospect for aver- 
age crop: Oklahoma, a little above 
average; Texas, very good. 

The Department of Agriculture will 
issue a report Oct. 2, showing the con- 
dition of cotton Sept. 2. This ig the last 
regular condition report of the seagon. 
On the same date the Census Bureau 
will issue a = showing the quan- 
tity of cotton ginned to Sept. 2 These 
ginning reports will be issued through- 
out the season. 

The dry goods business is fairly good. 
The export trade is. rather dull, but 
some hope is expressed that the com- 

letion of*arrangements for the Chinese 
oan will stimulate trade in that quar- 
ter. Mills are busy filling old orders, 
but new business hangs fire; yarns are 
dull, and buyers and sellers are apart. 
AQ Lt ay demand for print cloths is re- 
ported. 


The Government report of supply 
and distribution of cotton for the sea- 
son ending Aug. 31, shows the stocks 
in hands of American spinners as 
861,293 bales; stocks on the Conti- 
nent are larger than last year and 
rather restrict the demand. However, 
the stock in English spinners’ hands 
does not seem to interfere with buy- 
ing and a good demand is reported 
from that quarter. 

In the principal spot markets of 
this country quotations have changed 
but little from the figures ruling last 
week. The markets are generally 
quiet and steady, In the Texas mar- 
kets business is active and the re- 
ceipts are heavy. A good business is 
being done in New Orleans, although 
receipts there are as yet compara- 
tively light.

A movement to restore to the city 
@ 12-acre river front park, whose 
existence as a park had been for- 
gotten by city officials for 90 years, 


will be started this week by Dele- 
gate Oviatt. 

He will present a bill taking the 
tract extending from the. Levee to 
First street, from one block south 
to two blocks north of North Mar- 
ket street, from the control of the 
Harbor and Wharf Department, and 
turning it over to the Park Depart- 
ment. This measure probably will 





ordinance enacted 20 years ago, by 
which it was transferred from the 
Park Department to the Harbor De- 
partment. 

If this measure is passed, he then 
willl introduce a resolution notifying 
the railroads and lumber companies 
which now occupy the tract to move. 
This will be followed by measures 
for making a park of the tract. 

Says It Is Worth $500,000 

Oviatt estimates the value of the 
land at $450,000 to $500,000, on the 
basis of $1.50 a square foot. He says 
it is now leased by the month at a 
yearly rate of about 1 per cent of 
this value, Joseph P. Whyte, former 
Harbor Commissioner, said last night 
he thought the ground was leased 
for about as much as it would bring

| HOW THE LAW WORKS IN MISSOURI 


HE following edito.iai from the Kan- 

sas City Star of Sept. 14 illustrates 

the practica] working of the widows’ 
pension law in Jackson County, where its 
first Missouri test is being made: 

A workman who was killed in a rock 
crusher left a widow and three small 
children. There was nothing for the 
suppoit of the mother and orphans, ex- 
cept the mcther’s frail worsing power. 

Yesterday Judge Porterfield appo-r- 
tioned from the county’s fund for wid- 
ows’ pensions $17.50 a month for the 
maintenance of the child:en. 

The righteousness and social value of 
the widows’ pension law ae apparent. 
At the worst, society cannot out ight, 
slay its children. So, on no higher plane 
than one of dollars, it is cheaper to per- 
mit the mother to care decently for 
her children at home than to have them 
objects of charity or wards of an institu- 
tion. And, at the best, we are seeing 
that helplessuess of future citizens and 
of one who has borne them is wrong. 
Whatever the mother and children are 
getting that they need to get is simply 
“whet is coming to them.” It is their 
due. 











lem with all the zeal and .cumen of an enthusi- 
astic student of sociology, she says she has com- 
piled figures to show that it will cost the state 
less to maintain such children in their own 
homes, under the direct care of their mothe's 
than to provide for them in the so-called “homes” 
where little ones of many families are herded, 
growing up under the deadening environment of 
rules and regulations which apply equally to 
all, without regard to individual needs. 

Incidentally; it may be remarked that Mra. 
Cosgrove is opposed, on general grounds, to in- 
stitutional charity, beleving that where it is 
possible bome life always is better for the in- 
dividual and for the state. 

“St. Louis,” she says, “pays out more than §$1.- 
060,000 in charities every year, and the great ma- 
jority of these dollars go to maintain public in-

Gov. Hunt, in the iong yeavs intervening be- 
tween the Huntsville boykccd days and his eler- 
tion to the chief macistracy of his adopted State, 
had learned with Alexander Pope thet “the proper 
study of man'ind is man.”” He had studied men 
from the midst of the mass. He had roughed it, 
known poverty and privation, experienced tempta- 
tion, felt the emotions of the under doz. 


The year after his coal bin repose found him 
employed in a Leadville laundry. The next year 
a brickyard in Durango was his wor!ing plare. 
Later he washed dishes in a restaurant. Icbored 
in the mines, .an a ferryboat on the Rio Grande, 
had ups and downs, and finally settled in Arizona, 
where he acquired a ranch. In time he became a 
merchant and a benter. 

Always he was rubbing against humanity in 
the raw. He was making, consciously or other- 
wise, a study of mankind. One concrete result 
of these studies was a theory which, when elected 
to the governorship after having presided over the 
constitutional convention, he determined to test. 

This theory, in brief, is that kindness toward 
convicts will do more for their reformation than 
cruelty. In the practical testing of his theory Gov. 
Hunt has caused the eyes of criminologists and

HOW THE LAW WORKS IN MISSOURI 
HE following edito.iai from the Kan- 
sas City Star of Sept. 14 illustrates 
the practica) working of the widows’ 

pension law in Jackson County, where its 
first Missouri test is being made: 

A workman who was killed in a rock 
crusher left a widow and three small 
children. There was nothing for the 
support of the mother and orphans, ex- 
cept the mcther’s frail wor:ing power. 

Yesterday Judge Porterfield appo-:- 
tioned from the county’s fund for wid- 
ows’ pensions $17.50 a month for the 
maintenance of the child:en. 

The righteousness and social value of 
the widows’ pension law ae apparent. 
At the worst, society cannot out ight, 
slay its children. So, on no higher plane 
than one of dollars, it is cheaper to per- 
mit the mother to care decently for 
her children at home than to have them 
objects of charity or wards of an institu- 
tion. And, at the best, we are seeing 
that helplessuess of future citizens and 
of one who has borne them is wrong. 
Whatever the mother and children are 
getting that they need to get is simply 
“whet is coming to them.” It is their 
due. 











lem with all the zeal and zcumen of an enthusi- 
astic student of sociology, she says she has com- 
piled figures to show that it will co:t the state 
less to maintain such children in their own 
homes, under the direct care of their mothe’s. 
than to provide for them in the so-called “homes” 
where little ones of many families are herded, 
growing up under the deadening environment of 
rules and regulations which apply equally to 
all, without regard to individual needs. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked that Mrs.

HOW THE LAW WORKS IN MISSOURI 
HE following edito.iai from the Kan- 
sas City Star of Sept. 14 illustrates 
the practical] working of the widows’ 

pension law in Jackson County, where its 
first Missouri test is being made: 

A workman who was killed in a rock 
crusher left a widow and three small 
children. There was nothing for the 
support of the mother and orphans, ex- 
cept the mcther’s frail woring power. 

Yesterday Judge Porterfield appo-- 
tioned from the county’s fund for wid- 
ows’ pensions $17.50 a month for the 
maintenance of the childien. 

The righteousness and social value of 
the widows’ pension law ae apparent. 
At the worst, society cannot out ight, 
slay its children. So, on no higher plane 
than one of dollars, it is cheaper to per- 
mit the mother to care decently for 
her children at home than to have them 
objects of charity or wards of an institu- 
tion. And, at the best, we are seeing 
that helplessness of future citizens and 
of one who has borne them is wrong. 
Whatever the mother and children are 
getting that they need to get is simply 
“whet is coming to them.” It is their 
due.

lem with all the zeal and zcumen of an enthusi- 
astic student of sociology, she says she has com- 
piled figures to show that it will co:t the state 
less to maintain such children in their own 
homes, under the direct ca:e of their mothe’s. 
than to provide for them in the so-called “homes” 
where little ones of many families are herded, 
gstowing up under the deadening environment of 
rules and regulations which apply equally. to 
all, without regard to individual needs. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked that Mrs. 
Cosgrove is opposed, on general grounds, to in- 
stitutional charity, beleving that where it is 
possibleNkome life always is better for the in- 
dividual and for the state. 

“St. Louis,” she says, “pays out more than $1.- 
060,000 in charities every year, and the great ma- 
jority of these dollars go to maintain public in- 
stitutiong which would better be dispensed with 
altogether.” 

“Where I live, in the great Southwest Missouri 
mining district,” says Mrs. Cosgrove, “many min- 
ers are killed by accident every year. They leave 
dependent widows and children. The mcthers as 
a rule are of a claw unfitted for teaching or for 
avy of the occupations whereby they can sup- 
port their children. As a result, the little ones 
are sent to a ‘children’s home’ or to the poor- 
heuse, or they become dependent on private cuaar- 
ity. Their home life is destroyed. 

“About five years ago I began to think seriously 
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of some plan to keep these fatherless ehildren 
at home with their mothers. The widowed muorth- 
ers’ pension Idea occurred to me, and I made ad- 
dresses on the subject before two of the women’s 
clubs in Joplin. The first one was the Theo 
sophical Club, of which 1am amember. Yes, I’m 
a Theosoph.st. 


“Immediately my proposition was condemned 
as socialistic, even anarcnistic, e.rangely enutigh. 
Not long afterward Gov. Hadley aj)ointed me as 
a delegate to the southern Conference on Woman 
and Child Labor, at New Orleans. I advocated 
there a mothers’ pension law. I was elected 
State vice-president of the conference for Missouri. 


“At the third conference, held in Memphis in 
1910, I secured the indorsrement of a resolution 
favoring the enactment of a pension law for in- 
dizent mothers in all] the states. Of the 500 dele- 
gates present not one was awure uf the muvement. 
Thet shows bow new it is. 

“At the recent convention of the Progressive 
party in St. Louis, to wnich | was a delegate, not 
cone of the other delegates knew of the move 
rrent, though Missouri is testing the tdea in Jack- 
son County by statutory authorization. | was a 
member of the Resoluticns Committee at this con- 
vention and succeeded in getting into the plat- 
form a plank favoring the extension of the wid- 
owed mothers’ pension plan to apply Ww the entire 
State. 

“At the Memphis conference there was repre- 
eented cap-tal of more than $100.000.000 in the 
cotton mil) industry. large employers of child 
labor. One cotton mil! capitalist remarked that 
ir bis opinion the p:oposed pension plan never 
would be enacted by an American legislature. On 
the contrary, the idea hes spread like wildfire, It 
ls my opinion that within five years ever) state 
in the Union and several foreign countries wil) 
have grarted the indigent mother a pension. 

“I should be ip favor of including families with 
invalid fathers. In our mining dist:ict we often 
have men permanently disabled from accidents 
in the mines. Their wives and childrep are as 
belpless as though the fathers were dead, and 
even more 80, for the breadwinner, paralyzed or 
otherwise rendered unable to work, Is an added 
burden of expense and eare. Children of such 
families should be alded by pensions. 

‘My beliet ts that the enactment b- al] the 
states of the widowed mothers’ pension law is far 
more important to the future welfare of the re 
public than ts the building of the Panama Canal 
The latter Is butlt for time; the other ts building 
for both Ulime and eternity. The most Important 
thing ip the pensiun plan te {ts advantage to the 
future welfare of the atate We cannot expect 
good citizenship from children reared either in 
wretched poverty or tn public institutions. 

“The couptry which can build the Panama 
Cana] at an expense of hundreds of millions can 
well afford to make provision for mothbera and 
children and for the aged.

all other matter, including farm and factory 
products, not now embraced by law in either the 
first, second or third class, not exceeding 11 
pounds in weight, nor greater in size than 72 
inches in length and girth combined, nor in 
form or kind likely to injure the person of any 
postal empleye or damage the mail equipment or 
other mail matter, and not of a character per- 
ishable within a period reasonably required for 
transportaticn and delivery.” 

A little reflection will convince the reader that 
the remar'iable latitude given by this provision 
will work a revolution in the transportation of 
farm and factory products. Up to the 11-pound 
limit anything that will not damage the mails 
or the persons of employes may be posted. 

Provisicn must now be made in the railway 
mail service equipment for the carrying of mil- 
lions of packages of goods of a character never 
before carried by the service. Rural route 
equipment will be affected similarly. 

Every postoffice must be provided with fa- 
Cilities for handling the parcels that will pour 
in and out. A new kind of city postman, with a 
delivery wagon, will be made necessary. In 
short, the United States will be in the express 
business—always bearing in mind that 11-pound 
Ilmit. 

Parcel post advocates declare that we would 
have had the parce’ post years ago but for the 
fight waged against it by the express companies. 
The opposing interests for many years had their 
own Uniteq States Senator, the late Thomas C. 
Platt of New York, president of the United States 
Exrress Co., at Weethington in their behalf. 

Postmester-General Hitchcock and his assist- 
ents now are working out the detai's of the 
forthcoming servi-e. Onder the law eight postal 
zones must be established, the ecst of the parcel 
service being based upon the distance of 

These zones are not to be fixed geographical 
zones, but merely limits of distance radiating 
from any fixed center. Parcel post service will] 
cost exactly the same in all parts of the Unitea 


carriage. 
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States, the sending fees varying only according 
to distance. 

The first zone will extend 50 miles in all di 
rections from the center of a given unit of area; 
the second, 150 miles: the third, 300 miles; the 
fourth, 600 miles; the fifth, 1000 miles; the sixth, 
1400 miles; the sev2nth, 1800 miles; the eighth, 
all distances outside 1800 miles. The parcel post 
rate per pound will increase with each zone. 

You may take your own postoffice in the 
Southwest as the center. Draw on the map a 
cirele with a 50-mile radius from that center. 
Within that radius you may send out parcels 
up to 11 pounds at a certain fixed rate for the 
first pound and at a certain increase for each 
additional pound or fraction thereof. Anybody 
anywhere within that radius may send to your 
postofice.or to any other postoffice or rural 
route within 50 miles from the point of sending 
any parcel up to 11 pounds at the same fixed 





rates. That is the first zone.

In- 
creased fixed rates apply in each zone. Beyond 
the 1800-mile radius, no matter how far the dis- 
tance, eighth-zone rates will apply. 
_Under the new law the rate of postage on 
fourth-class matter weighing not more than four 
ovfices shall be one cent an ounce or fraction 
of an ounce. Matter weighing above four ounces 
will*go under the pound rate, which is as fol- 
lows: 

On any matter mailed at the postoffice from 
whith a rural] route starts, for delivery on such 
route, or mailed at any point on such route for 
delivery at any point thereon or at the office 
frcm which the route starts, or at any other 
route starting from the same office, and on all 
matter mailed at'a city carrier office or at any 
point within its delivery limits, for delivery by 
the carriers from that office, the rate shall be 
five cents for the first pound or fracticn of a 
pound ‘(above four ounces) and one cent for each 
additional pound or traction. 

Thus a.one-pound parcel mailed, for instance, 
at Jefferson City, Mo., for delivery on any rural 
route beginning there, will ccst five cents, and 
a parcel of 11 pounds will cost 15 cents. 

For delivery within the first zone (except as 
provided in the foregoing paragraph), the rate 
will be five cents for the first pound or fraction 
and three cents for each additional pound or frac- 
tion; second zone, six cents first pound, four 
cents each additional! pound; third zone, seven 
cents first pound, five cents each additional 
pound; fourth zone, eight cents first pound, alx 
cents each additional. pound; fifth zone, nine 
cents first pound, seven cents each additional 
pound; sixth zone, ten cents first pound, nine 
cents each additional pound; seventh zone, 11! 
cents first pound, 10 cents each additional pound; 
eighth zone (which includes the Philippine 
Islands), 12 cents for each pound or fraction. 

To illvstrate the working of the parcel post 
take a parcel of butter, assuming for the sake 
of the tllustration that it will keep during trans 
portation to any zone. The rates, which, of 
course, apply to any other article mailable under 
the new law, will be:

For foods, raw and cooked, of course, the 50- 
mile zone will be the chief means of reducing 
the cost of living by decreasing the cost of sell- 
ing. Let us suppose that a St. Louisan knows a 
farmer in Jefferson County, living within 50 
miles, whose hens provide plenty of fresh eggs. 

At some seasons of the year fresh eggs—and 
not absolutely guaranteed at that—cost 50 cents 
a duzen in the St. Louis markets. Seldom now- 
adays do they falf-below 30 cents. The farmer 
gets much less than that. The middléman must 
have his profit. The cost of ordering, handling 
and delivering also must be added. 


The St. Louisan makes an arrangement with * 


the farmer to ship him a dozen eggs each Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday. The farmer simply 
adds_the pcestage to his bill and sends the eggs 
by mail. The city consumer saves the middle- 
man’s profit. 

But you may argue that this wi!’ not help the 
farmer. However, that wise person. no doubt. 
in time will learn to add something to the sell 
ing price of his eggs, but he vill be ~‘t~e enowch 
merely to slit the middleman’s profit with is 
customer and not to charge such a rate that the 
custemer will return to the city markets. 

The same conditions will apply to all other 
farm preduce in small parcels. Packages in ex- 
cess of 1! pounds still must be sent by private 
express or freight. 

Users of the parcel pcst must take care that 
their pactages do not exceed 72 inches in leneth 
and virth combined. This means that all pack- 
aves obvicusly near the limit must be measured. 
The taveline will become a necessity in every 
hovsehold.

“If we had a parcél post, it would be utilized 
for carrying things to eat from the country to 
the towns and cities. That would be a blessing 
to the producers of these things and to the con- 
sumers as well, This matter of providing a sys- 
tem of transportatiOfh for small packages, which 
will bring the producers and consumers of this 
country clcser togéther to the great benefit of 
both, is too broad ana too deep and too important 
to Be longer postponed, while the express com- 
panies, by éxorbitant rates, are reaping a golden 
harvest.

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As this judgment had bten rendered by impar- 
tial scientists, and as it agreed with the general 
opinion of all educated people, it had the effect 
of a Supreme Court verdict. All the newspapers 
of the country made fun of the intelligent horse 
that had suddenly tumbled from his pedestal. 

The owner cf the horse, a stubborn old man, 
died a few years later, still clinging to his con- 
viction. To get to the bottom of the matter a 
perfect stranger took up the investigaticn and 
soon felt that the commission had fulfilled its 
task in a very slipshod manner. 

The exceedingly excitable horse had to get used 
to blinds,and after a while it was found that the 
sign theory did not hold good, for even when the 
horse was absclutely unable to see the person who 
asked the questions, his answers were correct. 

The experimenter, Mr. Kar] Krall, who has pub- 
lished the results of his many years’ experiments 
ir the beok “Denkende Tiere” (Thinking Ani- 
mals), continued his researches in regard to the 
sensitiveness of the animal soul on two Arabjan 
Stallions, Muhamed and Zarif, and arrives at as- 
tonishing results, which he now asks psycholo- 
gists to test and explain. 

The reader must follow in the book how Herr 
Krall patiently teaches his horses to count and 
figure. They mark the units by pawing the right 
foot, the tens by stamping the left. They first 
learn addition and subtraction, then multiplica- 
tion and division. They solve little mathematical 
rrobleme correctly, even when as difficult as 
this:
